A TELEGRAPHIC dispatch announces another terrible mine calamity. 
About half-past six o’clock yesterday morning, an explosion of gas 
occurred in the Ford pit at the Albion Mines at Stellarton, N.S. It is 
stated that at least thirty or thirty-five men were killed by the explosion. 


Ir is stated that the demand for anthracite coal will be expected to 
meet the views of the managers, and that therefore there will be no 
stoppage this month. It is the belief in the trade that full work will 
over-supply the market, and that lower prices will rule previous to the 
next stoppage. In fact, prices are already lower. 


THE amount of capital now seeking investment in this country, and 
especially in New York, is greater than ever before, yet it avoids mining 
because of the sad experience of the past year or two, especially in Lead- 
ville properties. Good mines, properly indorsed by competent and trust- 
worthy experts, are securing or have secured capital, and a number of 
such properties are now paying enormous returns on the capital invested 
in them. 


THE ‘‘Coppers” on the Boston stock market have shown some improve- 
ment during the past week. Harshaw (silver) shows some improvement 
over last week. The recent very large decline in this stock has somewhat 
demoralized the Eastern market for mining shares. Gentlemen largely 
interested in the Calumet & Hecla Copper Company purchased shares in 
Harshaw early this year at about $10@$12 per share. Thereupon the public 
began to buy the stock, and advanced the price to over $40 per share.

So far as we can learn, the public is to blame for its own folly in paying 
such high prices for the stock. We can not learn that these gentlemen 
in any way encouraged the public in its purchases. We have no ques- 
tion, however, that some experienced operators took advantage of their 
respectability and their reputation for business sagacity, and thereby 
caused the recent ‘‘boom” and the disastrous decline in the value of 
this stock. Respectability may save a good mine, but it will not make 
ene. :

Sir: In my reply to Mr. Riotte’s criticism upon a pamphlet, ‘ The 
Stetefeldt and the Howell Furnace Compared,” I have subscribed to a 
blunder of my critic which I did not detect at first glance. Mr. Riotte 
corrects one of my figures on Table No. 4, substituting $142.30 in place 
of $141.87, the value of the roasted ore after leaching. In subjecting my 
figures to a careful revision, I find that they are perfectly correct. I pre- 
sume Mr. Riotte found the figure $141.87 to be wrong by using the 
average value of the car-sample of roasted ore, and the average percent- 
age of solubility as a basis for his calculation. If he did so, he erred in 
two respects. In the first place, = = $142.19, and not $142.30. Inthe

second place, this method of finding the average value of the roasted ore 
after leaching is wrong, as the following mathematical reasoning will 
show.

MAINE MINING NEWS. 


Special Correspondence of the Engineering and Mining Journal. 


The interest in the mines of Maine seems to be increasing again, and the 
improved appearance of our mines stimulates this increase. ‘The Sullivan 
mine is now making regular shipments of bullion from its mill, and the 
company is more than pleased with the yield of the poorer ore, which it 
is running through the mill at present, it being the first ore taken from 
the mine. I have not been able to get the exact figures for the value of 
the ore as shown by the mill. The superintendent of this mine has 
resigned his position. 

At the Gouldsboro’ mine, every thing is progressing favorably. The new 
concentrating mill is running, and, with the large quantity of fine ore on 
the dump and in sight in the mine, this mine will not be long in placing 
itself upon a paying basis. 

The West Bay mine is also making favorable progress. 

There are a number of mines at which the companies contemplate 
erecting mills immediately. 

At the Waukeag, the usual progress and improvement are noticeable. 
The drifts on the vein from the 150-foot level are in about 70 feet, while 
the winze is down about 50 feet and shows a well-mineralized vein 314 feet 
wide. " 

At the Milton, anew pump has been put in shaft No. 2, which is still 
sinking. In shaft No. 1, the level from 165 feet is in about 90 feet, and is 
in softer rock. It is expected that the vein in this level will be soon 
struck. 

At the Cherryfield mine, great improvement is making in the quality of 
the ore. The ore now taken out from a depth of 140 feet is quite free from 
zinc, but contains a high-grade galena, which assays as high as 350 ounces 
silver perton. The vein is nearly five and a half feet wide. The portion 
of the vein containing the zinc is rapidly growing narrow, while the pay- 
streak containing the galena is as rapidly increasing in width as well as 
in quality of ore. 

At the Egypt. a depth of nearly 70 feet has been attained; the new 
pump works well ; the shaft is timbered 45 feet. Theshaft is continually 
going through small stringers of mineral, from which the character of the 
mineral in the main vein can be estimated. These stringers show very 
rich copper ore. The vein shows on the shore at low tide at a distance of 
about 35 feet from the shaft. 

At the Grant mine, they continue in very hard rock of slaty character 
on the 100-foot level. Owing to the character of the rock, they make 
slow progress. 

At the Hercules, the coffer-dam is well under way, and the frame-work 
to support the track from the shaft to the land is partially erected.

A NEw RAILROAD SCHEME.—A San Francisco dispatch, dated Novem- 
ber 6th, gives the following telegram from Portland: Col. J. Richard- 
son, one of the leading spirits of the Utah Northern  Rail- 
road, was in the city this week, and he brings information, 
which may be accepted as authentic, that Jay Gould and 
associates of the Union Pacific Railroad have raised all the necessary 
funds and completed all the arrangements for building a standard gauge 
railroad from Ogden to Boise City, Idaho Territory, adistance of about 250 
miles. The narrow-gauge road, already built from Ogden toa point 40 
miles north, will be utilized by laying a third rail. The railroad will be 
completed within eight months. The Grande Ronde branch of the Ore- 
gon Railway and Navigation lines to Baker City, Oregon, will be com- 
pleted about the same time, and there will then remain only 100 miles to 
complete another trans-continental railway. ; 
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WATER-GAS AS A SUBSTITUTE FOR GAS-COAL GAS.* 


Translated for the Engineering and Mining Journal by Dr. Henry Wurtz, from the Journal 
fuer Gas-Beleuchtung. 


Herr von Quaglio, of Wiesbaden, made a communication, as follows, 
upon Water-Gas as a Substitute for Gas-Coal Gas : 

GENTLEMEN : I feel specially honored that it has fallen to my lot to 
present to so distinguished a body this exposition of a subject which now 
occupies the attention of all technologists. 

How high a value attaches in America to the verdict of German experts, 
I may show by quoting the following passage from a letter of one of the 
most prominent technical chemists of the new world, Dr. Gideon E. 
Moore, written on hearing that Mr. Dwight and myself had the intention 
of clearing a path for the restoration of water-gas, even in Germany, by 
the introduction of the Strong and Lowe processes. 

** Nowhere else in the world can you hope to obtain a fairer or more 
enliglitened judgment as to their intrinsic merits, and when submitted to 
the test of impartial scientific investigation, there can be no diversity of 
opinion as to the result. I consider, as I have always done, that the 
water-gas manufacture is the most important question ever brought to 
the notice of the technologists of the present day, and that, both in 
respect to ingenuity of mechanical detail and economical value, your 
processes, and especially the Strong process, are infinitely in advance of 
any that have been hitherto tried or suggested.” 

Since, at the close of the last century, Lavoisier, as a result of his in- 
vestigations on the composition of water, etc., established the foundation 
of modern chemistry as a science, numerous efforts have been made to 
accomplish practically the decompesition of water and make its elements 
technically useful, both the combustible hydrogen, and the sole supporter 
of combustion, oxygen. For the sake of brevity, [may be allowed to 
assume, in a society made up of experts, that all the modern investiga- 
tions and discoveries up to this time are familiar to you, especially 
as our excellently edited journal presents comprehensive digests thereof, 
and has always kept itself up to the progress of theage. 

Thus I can immediately pass on to my subject, the exposition of what 
is up to this time the best process known for the decomposition of water, 
the ‘‘Strong process.” This process, like nearly all related processes, 
rests also upon the reciprocal decomposition of steam and coal, and the 
products are the same; a mixture of hydrogen, carbonic acid, and 
carbureted hydrogen gases, with carbonic acid, nitrogen, oxygen, with 

ncidental sulphur-compounds, ammonia, and tar-vapor as impurities ; 
such product being now called by technologists generally ** Wassergas 

(in England and America ‘ water-gas”), a designation which is now 
adopted by Von Karmarsch, Rudolf von Wagner, Hotfman, and others. 

But before I enter especially upon a description of the Strong apparatus 
and its applications, I must, for clearness, premise with some purely 
theoretical considerations. . 

Against the different statements of the results of Strong's process has 
been brought the objection. especially on the part of pure theorists, that 
we claim to have produced from the coal, after its transformation into 
gas, more calories (heat-units) than the coal consumed contains altogether, 
and that this is a matter of impossibility. 

From no substance, however transformed, can we evolve more power 
(energy) than resides in it, and moreover, we must bring into the account 
the unavoidable losses during such transformation.+

Reference to the accompanying diagram will make intelligible the following descrip- 
tion of the apparatus and its operation : 

The generator is charged with lump coal or coke, entered at the door in its side, or 
from above through the opening lift by the removal of the hopper Z, which is remuvable 
by means of alever and tramway. An air-blast enters below the hydraulic grate-bars at 
W, which drives the fire, and forces over into the adjoining chambers, laid up with loose 
fire-brick like a Whitwell stove, the products of partial combustion (Siemens gas), which 
are ignited therein by a second blast entering through a perforated tiling at X, and 
burn downward among the brick-work, following the direction of the arrows.

PROGRESS IN SCIENCE AND THE ARTS. 


Coal Deposits in Natal, South Africa.—Mr. Frederick W. North, 
mining engineer, who set out from England some time age to explore the 
coal-fields of Natal for the colonial government, estimates that within the 
colony of Natal he has already inspected 200,000,000 tons, suitable for 
house, steam-ocomotive, marine, or gas purposes. The best workable 
coal, as far as known at present, begins between Helpmakaar and Dundee, 
and very important coals, from 6 to 10 feet thick, extend over many miles 
of almost uninhabited country upto Newcastle. The coal, lying in nearly 
horizontal strata, is believed to correlate with the Permian and New Red 
Sandstone of Great Britain. It is bituminous, semi-bituminous, or fat- 
caking coal. Mr. North thinks the deposits surveyed by him will be of 
no service until about 150 miles of railroad are constructed. Coal at 
present brings £4 per ton at Pietermaritzburg, and at Durban, £3; while 
these coals could be put on the bank or into wagons at 10s. per ton. Mr. 
North describes this coal as ‘‘the only deposit, together with iron ore, 
with which nature has endowed Natal.” 


Refuges in Collieries.—As an amendment to the methods outlined in a 
letter to the London Times by Mr. Latimer Clark, another correspondent 
recommends that the pipes, in distant workings of the mines, through 
which it was suggested that a supply of air should be conveyed, descend 
directly from the surface immediately over each refuge, by means of 
bore-holes lined with iron pipes, instead of carrying them along the under- 
ground roads and up the working-shafts. Explosion would be less 
likely to injure the pipes in this position, and they could be used to com- 
municate readily, by telephone or otherwise, with the surface, and, being 
vertical, food and water could also be transmitted through them. 


Steel-Making at Middlesbrough. — Semi-official statements in our 
English exchanges assert that the metallurgical process carried on at 
Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan & Co.’s steel works at Eston, near Middles- 
brough, has proved successful. Although it is now some time since this 
firm began the manufacture of steel from Cleveland iron-stone by the 
Thomas-Gilchrist process, securing good results, there was a mechanical 
difficulty, and it was decided to extend the works at Eston, and to erect 
two new converters, each of 15-ton capacity. After a short trial of one of 
these with hematite iron, the two were turned to the production of steel 
from Cleveland iron. The working, witnessed by the officials of the com- 
pany and by engineers and eminent metallurgists, it is stated, has yielded 
mechanical, chemical, and commereial results beyond the expectations 
of the promoters. Rails and steel in other shapes have borne satisfactorily 
all the tests applied, and the process will be continued regularly. 

It is believed that, by keeping the phosphorus to a percentage about 

ual to that found in ingot iron or steel made by the regular process, 
with the silicon reduced to a nullity, the breaking strain of plates, for 
instance, made from such ingot iron will increase, and thereby add to 
the advantages of ingot iron manufactures as against puddled irons in 
structural work. At the same time, steel manufacturers have com- 
plained of the tendency of late years of engineers to require greater 
toughness in the metal, which is obtained at the expense of hardness. 
Steel rails as now made do not show the same resistance to abrasion as 
they did ten years ago, when in the test clauses the ‘‘monkey” was 
lighter, the fall less, and the distance between the bearings narrower. 
Messrs. Bolckow, Vaughan & Company are reported to have an inten- 
tion to roll plates, angles, tees, and bulbs from ingot iron at an early date.

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NORTHERN PaciFic RaILRoAD.—A St. Paul (Minn.) dispatch, dated 
November 10th, says that some time ago a number of citizens of Helena, 
Montana, prepared and presented to the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany two highly finished and handsomely engraved railroad spikes of 
silver, to be driven into the tie which should mark the boundary-line 
between the territories of Dakota and Montana when the road should 
cross the line. The end of the track reached the boundary last week, and 
to-day was set for the ceremony of driving the spikes. General Manager 
Sargent left St. Paul Saturday for theend of the track, with a party of 
invited guests. They. were joined by others at points along the line, and 
many persons assembled at the boundary-line to-day at the time set for 
the ceremony of driving the spikes. The visitors were met there by a 
number of citizens of Montana, and an informal reception was held this 
morning. Then the ceremony of driving the silver spikes was briefly 
performed by Manager Sargent, with appropriate remarks. There were 
short speeches by other gentlemen, and a banquet followed. The point 
of the crossing is 46° 45’ north latitude, and almost due south of Fort 
Buford. Next season, the line will be continued into Montana. 

DENVER & RIO GRANDE RAILROAD.—The Railroad Gazette says that 
this company is now pushing work on no less than six branches or exten- 
sions at once. The San Juan line is now nearly completed to the Chama 
Summit, fifty miles west of Animas, Colo., and will soon be in the San 
Juan Valley, where work can be pushed toward Durango and Silverton. 

The New Mexico line is expected to be running in. December to Vera 
Cruz, 22 miles from Santa Fé, which is to be the terminus, and 28 miles 
beyond Caliente. 

The Silver Cliff line is nearly all graded from Cafion City to Silver 
Cliff, and the prospect is, that track-laying will be finished this year. 

On the Eagle River line from Malta through Tennessee Pass to Eagle 
River, track is laid from Malta west 12 miles, and Red Cliff is to be 
reached in two monthsorso. From Red Cliff to Eagle River will be 
built next year. 

The Leadville, Ten Mile & Breckenridge line is to have its terminus at 
Frisco, instead of Breckenridge, as at first intended. This line is to be 
done this year from Leadville north to Kokomo. — _ 

On the Gunnison line, the bridge over the Arkansas at Salida is done, 
and track laid three miles from the main line at Salida. This line will 
cross the Marshall Pass with grades of 211 feet to the mile, and run down 
Marshall and Tumichi creeks toGunnison. The whole line, with a branch 
from Poncha to Maysville, is under contract to be finished by June next. 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILRoAD.—The opening of this road for busi- 
ness to Loudsburg, New Mexico, 160 miles east of Tucson, is announced. 
The track is laid to a point fifty miles east of the boundary, and will be 
completed to the Rio Grande, at El Paso, next month. 

DENVER, SOUTH PaRK & PaciFic RAILROAD.—It is reported that 
negotiations have been in progress for the consolidation of this company 
with the Denver & Rio Grande. It is said that a substantial agreement 
as to terms has been reached, but that the matter isin suspense at present, 
because counsel have given an opinion that authority must be obtained 
from the Colorado Legislature before the consolidation can be completed. 
The branch of the Denver & South Park Railroad from Garo’s to Fairplay 
is expected to be finished by December 15th. 

ATCHISON, TOPEKA & SANTA FE RAILROAD.—Track is reported laid down 
the Rio Grande some 25 miles south of the late terminus at San Marcial, 
125 miles south of Albuquerque, and 1027 miles from Atchison. Work 
is progressing steadily toward the junction with the Southern Pacific. 

A JAPANESE CABLE.—A Yokohama dispatch, dated October 17th. re- 
ports that a telegraph cable is to be laid by the Japanese government 
between Nagasaki, Japan, and Fusan, Corea.

ARIZONA. 


From the Tombstone Epitaph of October 25th we glean the following items : 

TouGcH Nut.—Work at this mine has progressed satisfactorily. An important 
strike has been made in the northwest shaft, which is now down 192 feet. 

CONTENTION.—At a distance of 65 feet from the main shaft, a body of fine- 
looking ore was found. Assays bave not yet been made. The new shaft is now 
down 135 feet. 3

THE BODIE DISTRICT.

The following Bodie mining notes are extracted from the Standard-News of the 
27th ult.: : 

BELVIDERE.—The main shaft is fifty feet below the 600-foot level, and a station 
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is cutting out at the 650 level, a progress of five feet having been made on the 
same. The south drift, 600-foot level, is in 180 feet ; progress for the week, 
seven feet. The west cross-cut, same level, has been driven 14 feet. The main 
south drift, on the 600-foot level, has shown but little change for some distance, 
and during the past week we stopped this work and started a west cross-cut 
therefrom, to test the ground to the west wall of the vein formation. In the ex- 
eavation for the station at the 650-foot level, the ground is showing seams of 
good-looking ore, the vein proper being evidently a short distance to the west. 
As soon as the station is completed, sinking will be resumed and the shaft pushed 
down to the 700-foot level. When the ledge is reached on the 650-foot level, 
north and south drifts will also be started. 

JUPITER.—The main south drift, 600 level, was in on Saturday. 386 feet; 
progress for the week, 15 feet. The drift continues on the ledge, showing same 
good character and quality of ore as at date of last report.

CHEROKEE.—The Greenville Bulletin reports that a fine vein of ore eight feet 
in width was encountered on the night of the 25th, at a depth of about 40 feet 
trom the surface, in the bottom of the new shaft of the Cherokee Mining Com- 
pany. The rock is of splendid appearance and quality, and will mill from $15 to 
$40 per ton. The new 20-stamp mill at the Round Valley Reservoir Dam is now 
running on ore from the Cherokee mine. 

GREEN MounTAIN.—From an extended description of this company’s new mill, 
in the Bulletin of the 27th ult., we take the following items of interest: In the 
mill there are 175,000 pouuds of machinery, which are propelled by a Knight 
Hurdy wheel, 6 feet in diameter, for which there is a supply of 150 inches of 
water, with 420 feet pressure, giving 144 horse-power. There are 12 mortars of 
5stamps each, making 60 stamps in all, and each mortar weighs 5000 pounds, 
These are fitted with patent self-feeders, requiring -but two men 
to attend to all the stamps, and so convenient is the mill that 
6 men on each shift is all the force required while it is running. The 
cam-shaft is 5 inches in diameter, and the main driving-pulley on the wheel-shaft 
is 3 feet, from which by an immense five-ply rubber belt, 86 inches wide, power 
is transmitted to a 12-foot pulley on the counter-shaft, weighing 5000 pounds. 
From this there are four 48-inch pulleys belted to 7-foot pulleys on the cam-shaft, 
so that each 15 stamps can be run independently of the others. The dump has a 
capacity of 1000 tons, and is connected with the mill by a tramway 1025 feet in 
length, having 2 tracks on which cars are run, holding 114 tons each, the loaded 
car down pulling up the empty one, a drum and brake regulating the speed. The 
cars can make 10 trips per hour, carrying 15 tons, or 150 tons in 10 hours, which 
will keep the stamps at work for the 24 hours. To cover the numerous area of 
battery-aprons, 1750 pounds of silvered copper plate are used. The supply of 
water comes from Round Valley Reservoir, which is owned by them, and covers 
700 acres, and reaches the mill through 7 miles of ditch and flume.

NOVA SCOTIA. 


A Halifax correspondent says: The westward extension of the pay-streak of 
the Rose lead, Montagu, has been struck at 100 feet, on the Temple property, 
and runs $110 to the ton. It is expected that it will be at once developed. The 
Foster mine, at Moose River, has been sold to New York parties for, it is said, 
$50,000. Prospecting at Waverley has shown a lode on the McClure property 
which will be at once opened, as it is said to promise as well «s any of the former 
rich lodes of that district. Rich samples of native copper from the trap of Cum- 
berland County have been shown in town, and it is stated that a large amount of 
rock shows not less than 4 per cent of metal.

The Montreal Witness of October 21st says: Mr. Colin Campbell, mining engi- 
neer, late of Nova Scotia, but now of New York, was in the city to-day, after having 
prospected a portion of the gold-bearing district of the Chaudiere Valley. Mr. 
Campbell has been the first to examine the quartz rocks stretching back from the 
river, and he has traced gold almost up to the Kennebec border, and brings back 
with bim to New York some rich specimens in a glassy quartz impregnated with 
base metal oxides. He has instructed his men to ship in barrels to New York 
rock taken from certain places indicated. This will give him an opportunity of 
practically testing the richness of the quartz by crushing a considerable quantity 
of it.

CLEAR CREEK COUNTY. 


The Georgetown Courier of the 4th inst. contains the following : A cross-cut 
from the main vein of the Mayflower mine has exposed another vein of good ore 
two feet thick. It has not been fully determined whether the newly-discovered 
vein is within the Mayflower or whether it is a parallel lode, the cross-cut having 
passed through twelve feet of granite. ae 

A contract was let this week for 400 feet of sinking and drifting on the Neath 
lode, at Empire. A hoisting-engine has been put in at the shaft, which is now 
some 70 to 80 feet below the adit that enters the mountain at the creek, and from 
this time forward, work will be prosecuted regularly and systematically. A large 
vein of copper pyrite ore, rich in gold, is exposed in the shaft. 

At the Cashier mine, at Empire, there is a large body of pyrite ore exposed in 
the level running east from the shaft, about fifteen feet above the lower adit. The 
drift shows a vein of solid pyrite two feet thick, and considerably more than that 
of concentrating ore, and also a number of smaller veins of solid ore.

ELK MountTAIN CONSOLIDATED GOLD AND SILVER MINING CoMPANY.—A recent 
number of the Gunnison News says: The Elk Mountain Consolidated Gold and 
Silver Mining Company has ordered work to be pushed on its mines all winter. 
It isnow working thirty men, It has on the road here two large engines and 
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hoisting machinery complete, also one large saw-mill, all of which will be put in 
working order as soon as possible. The Miners’ Delight vein has been cut by 
the cross-cut tunnel at 356 feet. A contract has been let to run a level 
on pay-streak, also fifty feet more on the cross-cut, to cut the Gipsy vein. 
The Gipsy shaft is now down 100 feet, well timbered, and in good ore. The 
Silver Jewel shaft is now 50 feet deep, and well timbered, a six-foot crevice, aud 
an average pay-streak of eighteen inches. The ore is sacking for shipment. 
The Painter Boy shaft is sixty feet, well timbered, crevice eight feet, pay-streak 
fifteen inches. Other mines belonging to the same company are showing up well 
as far as developed; but as the company has seventeen claims all here in one 
group, it takes time to develop them. 

Goop ENOUGH MINING AND MILLING Company.—A receiver has been appointed 
for the company of this name operating in Gunnison County. The Elk Mountain 
Pilot says that tbe only cash subscription to the stock is that held in Wheeling, 
West Va., amounting to $75,000. Commodore Webb, of New York, under written 
agreement with Mr. Lindley, president of the company, agreed to buy the 
machinery and erect the necessary buildings to the extent of $50,000. The cash 
subscription to the stock, together with the $50,000, has been expended, and debts 
to the amount of $20,000 have been created by the officers of the company. 
Commodore Webb has advanced $5500 to pay the laborers who have claims 


against the company, and on December 1st, Commodore Webb and the Wheeling 


stockholders will have a meeting in New York, when the affairs of the com- 
pany will be adjusted. 
This paper asserts that the failure of the company was due to the inexperience 


and extravagance of the managers, who bave spent $125,000 in cash and run in 
debt $20,000 more, in putting up a mill that is not half completed, whereas, had a 


practical mill man, who understands the erection of quartz or stamp mills, been 


superintending this mill, he would have had it in running order at an expense of 


from $75,000 to $100,000, 
LAKE COUNTY. 


Regarding the fire in the Fryer Hill workings, the Leadville Herald of the 6th 
inst. says as follows: Yesterday, the smoke and gas penetrated through from 
the Vulture workings into the New Discovery, and the men were driven from 
the mine. An attempt has been made to work this property ; and it could have 
been done had the Colorado Chief shaft remained open, so as to create an upcast; 
but this caving in shut off that outlet, and drove the gas andsmoke back through 
other openings. This caused a cessation of work in the Chrysolite more than a 
week ago, and now it has burst through into the New Discovery. It is more than 
possible that, as no adequate bulkheads have been constructed on the south side, 
the flames will follow, and there is great danger to that portion of the Little 
Pittsburg territory. From present appearances, it is likely the Chrysolite, Little 
Chief, and Little Pittsburg mines will now be closed for a long time. 

AMIE.—The new 8-inch pump will soon be ready to run in the No. 2 shaft 
of this mine. The shaft is now 375 feet deep, and it is proposed to sink it at 
once to at least 600 feet. 

CLimax.—The Leadville Herald of the 5th says that the Climax mine was 
closed down on the Tuesday previous, and all work suspended. No reason is 
given for this action. 

DuNKIN.—The shipments of ore from the Dunkin mine for the month of October 
aggregate 308 tons. The amount realized is about $32,000. The working ex- 
penses of the mine did not exceed $5000, leaving a clear net profit of $27,000. 
The output of the Dunkin for the past month, among the Fryer Hill mines, has 
been second only to the Robert E. Lee. The south drift has now connected with 
the other workings. Before reaching the other drifts, a body of ore, five feet in 
thickness, was cut. All ore from this portion of the mine is now taken from this 
drift. The ore averages 135 dunces of silver to the ton. 

HIBERNIA.—This mine produced 300 tons of ore during the month of October, 
the entire amount being from development work. 

La PLata.—The ore-product of this mine has been steadily increasing from 20 
to 30 tons daily, and for the week ending the 30th ult., the average was 32 tons 
each day. The mining reporter of the Leadville Herald visited this mine on the 
29th ult., and from his report we take the following extracts : The tunnel running 
due south, and commencing on the La Plata claim, now extends over 700 feet in 
length. The face isin porphyry, and from other developments, is shown to be 
above the ore-body. From the tunnel, cross-cuts extend both east and west, 
from which the workings are conducted. The tunnel is well constructed and tim- 
bered. At its mouth, which is on the south side of California Gulch, 
a little above the gulch, platforms have been built for holding the 
ore. A_ shaft-house, with ore-bins, will soon be constructed, and a 
bridge built from it across the gulch to the main road leading to the Leadville 
smelters. Several cross-cuts extend to the east from the tunnel. At 420 feet, 
the main working cross-cut extends. At 16 feet from the tunnel, a winze kas 
been sunk to the depth of 70 feet. At 42 feet in depth, a level runs west and 
then south under the tunnel. From here, it extends east again, and connects by 
a sharp incline to a drift below that connects back to the winze. Through this 
portion of the mine, a wonderful amount of ore has been developed. An ore- 
body eighteen feet in thickness is here exposed, and as none of it has been ex- 
tractei but that in running the drifts. the amount exposed is beyond calculation. 
A drift has been started west from these lower workings to connect with the 
Rustin shaft, a distance of 90 feet being yet required to make the connection. 
The entire face of this drift is in ore, as wellas are the top and bottom of the 
drift. Simply in driving these drifts all the ore is mined that can possibly 
be hoisted, so it can readily be seen how great can be the increase 
when hoisting facilities are finished and stoping is begun. At present, the ore is 
taken to the foot of the winze, raised by a windlass, and then carried out in cars . 
through the tunnel. From the winze mentioned above, at 42 feet down, and 
from the drift running west and south, a drift continues on to the west, and, con- 
necting by inclines, follows a large ore-body for several hundred feet to the west 
and south. None of this ore has been taken out, except that from the main drifts 
and a few prospecting cross-cuts, driven to demonstrate the extent of the ore- 
body. These workings connect with the Rustin shaft, at a depth of 165 feet, or 
some 70 feet below the level of the tunnel. The shaft continues on down for 37 
feet more, or to a total depth of a little over 200 feet. Climbing down this by a 
ladder-way, a vein of ore is here also found, upon which a drift has been runa 
few feet south and some 20 feet to the east. In addition to these lower workings 
to the west, on the tunnel level, at 420 feet from the mouth, a main cross-cut also 
runs to the Rustin shaft, which is in time to be the main exit for ore from the 
mine. 

MATCHLESS.—The ore shipments from the Matchless mine, for the month of 
October, amounted to 411 tons. Ore has been struck in the new south shaft. 

Rosert E. Lee.—The Leadville Herald says : The mine shipped ore to Golden 
City, durivg the month of October, amounting to $6,1U0, but this amount has not 
been counted in the monthly production from the camp.

Boston GOLD AND SILVER MINING ComMpANY.—The Central City Register-Call 
says: The Rob Roy, one mile from Breckenridge, Colo., is now producing splendid 
galena, and is worked by a tunnel 70 feet long, which cross-cuts 3-inch veins, a 
contract having been let to make the tunnel 200 feet long. Ore taken from the 
Rob Roy has assayed 40 ounces in silver and 66 per cent lead. Work is pushed 
night and day. Here may be seen the rather novel sight of ore rich in silver 
being taken from under ground from which gold is washed, thereby rendering the 
property doubly valuable. This is one of the valuable lodes of the Boston Gold 
& Silver Mining Company, of which the Union is chief. 


ROBINSON CONSOLIDATED SMELTER.—The Leadville Herald says: The Pitts- 
burg smelter, at Kokomo, has burst its water-jacket, and consequently has made 
arrangements tosell its stock of ores to the Robinson. This stock on hand consists 
of about 500 tons of lead ore from the White Quai!, Aftermath, and Snow Bank 
mines.

With this amount of ore to be treated at home, and 
with the facilities for shipping ore to Leadville and the valley, which will be 
afforded as soon as the railroad is completed, the production from the mine will 
soon be heard from. As it has been in the past, with the few tons sent over here 
by wagons and at enormous freight, the dividends of $100,000 per quarter have 
been easily earned. There will now be no difficulty in doubling or trebling the 
profits. There is already ore enough mined and on the dump-piles to pay a large 
number of dividends, while in the mine there never was so much ore exposed as 
at present, and the ore has simply been developed and but little stoped upon.

Improving the River Front.—The Dock Commissioners have not yet advertised for 
bids for the contract for building the seven new piers which are to be constructed on the 
North River, from Twenty-third to Thirtieth streets. A representative of the Atlas 
Steamship Line appeared before the board at their meeting yesterday, and made a 
verbal application for an additional pier. The pier at the foot of Twenty-fifth street has 
been assigned t» the line. and the latter claims that that will not be sufficient for its 
business, as its fleet consists of 13 steamers.

REVIEW OF THE SAN FRANCISCO MARKET, 


With one or two isolated exceptions, the general 
tendency of the San Francisco market has been to 
still lower prices. Union Consolidated has recovered 
from the extremely low price attained during the week, 
on the rumor that a sufficient amount of ore could be 
extracted from a point midway between the 2500 
and 2600 levels to prevent an assessment, which had 
been generally anticipated. It is stated that the 
prospects for finding paying ore-bodies in the Bullion 
and Alta mines are favorable. In the latter mine, it 
is said that the Diamond drill, which is being run east 
on the 2050 level, when in 90 feet struck quartz, and 
the drift is rapidly advanced toward the same. 

One of the main causes for the continued depression 
in the Comstock market is the enormous number of 
assessments which have been levied, and which are 
now becoming delinquent. 

Consolidated Virginia and California are raising 
about 1000 tons of ore each per week, which ‘assays 
less than $20 per ton. 

The following statements have recently been 
published, showing the condition of the principal 
mines. ; 

Sierra Nevada is now prepared to explore the ore-body 
first encountered in a cross-cut east on the 2400 level and 
135 feet north of the incline, and which was subsequently 
encountered in the winz? below that level. Union makes 
has‘e slowly, but is working vigorously. Ophir now has ven- 
tilation to pursue the ore - ody struck near the California line 
while cross-cutting east. Chollar is running south rapidly 
on the 2400 level, and is already about up to the Potosi 
line. Belcher is getting good quartz in the soutia drift on 
the 3000 level. Alta has quartz and alittle something 
more in the drill-hole in cross-cut No, 1, 196 feet north of 
where the drillmg gave assays in cross-cut No. 1. 

The monthly exhibit of the mining companies shows a 


large number having cash on hand, most of the money, 
however, having been obtained by assessments, Consoli- 
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dated Virginia has $86,500 in cash and bullion ; California. 
$165,900, cash and bullion ; Standard. $165,800, cash; and 
Northern Belle about the same ; each with October ex- 
penses unpaid. Contention has $170,000, cash and bullion. 
The remainder having credits show amounts of from 
$1500 to $2000. Union Consolidated, Hale & Norcross, 
Utah, Exchequer, Benton, Best & Belcher, Alpha, Mono, 
Bulwer, and Grand Prize are in debt.

THE SILVER \UESTION TO BE REOPENED.— WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 8.—Secretary Srerman, anticipating the still in- 
creasing importance of the silver question, will, it is 
thought, give the subject much prominence in his forth- 
coming report. The withdrawal of immense sums of the 
$1 and $2 notes from circulation, through the redemption 
of mutilate! notes, has created a demand for the 
silver dollar, which has of late exceeded his expectations, 
and it is understood that ne will recommend the perma- 
nent retirement of the notes of these denominations and 
the coining of an equal amount of silver dollars, probably 
not less than $100,000,000. During the past few months, 
the demand for silver has been exceptionally large, grow- 
ing out of the government furnishing transportation free 
ofcost. The legislation which he will ask will reopen the 
whole question, and will materially change the status of 
the silver dollar by popularizing it for current small trans- 
actions. During the month of October, more than 3% mil- 
lion standard silver dollars were shipped from the different 
branch mints and put into circulation ; $666,000 of this 
amount went into the State of Texas. Of the 34% millions, 
the sum of $2,067,500 was sent from the New Orleans 
— and $1,343,500 was forwarded to the mint at Phila- 

elphia. 

WaSHINGTON, Nov. 11.—The Treasury Depariment 
to-day purchased 515,000 ounces of fine silver for 
delivery atthe United States Mints at Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, and San Francisco. 

A. L. Snowden, Superintendent of the Philadelphia Mint, 
states that 65,815,5U0 silver dollars have already been 
coined under the act of 1878, of which only 6,000,000 are 
in circulation. He places 100,000,000 of accumulation as 
the limit where the United States may be converted into a 
single silyer standard nation.

The very 
mild weather of the past few days is by no means en- 
couraging for the coal trade ; but should the weather 
suddenly become severe, there would probably be ac- 
tive buying once more. Those consumers and dealers 
who are dependent upon navigation for their supplies 
will be compelled to take advantage of the situation 
very promptly. ‘This should afford a moderate busi- 
ness. The demand from the West still continues to be 
very large, while the cars for supplying the same. are 
in great scarcity. It is due largely to the Western 
demand that the market is as well sustained as it is. 
The outlook for a fair business in the East during the 
winter months is good. 

There appears to be a feeling of uncertainty among 
dealers and large consumers as to the future of prices 
of coal. The neglect on the part of the coal companies 
to announce a programme for at least the winter 
months is looked upon with suspicion. It is probable, 
however, that with any marked accumulation 
of coal or depreciation of values the old system of cur- 
tailment will be resumed. 

The production of anthracite coal last week was

Discharged tonnage is beginning to return, and, if the 
navigation continues, in about a week all the empty craft 
will be back and supply the collieries generally with recep- 
tacles for coal destined for the various marketing depots 
in the lower rivers. A general resumption of mining will 
oecur throughout the Monongahela region. There has 
been some local difficulty between the employers and 
miners, but the general indications warrant the belief that 
the price of mining will finally settle for the season at 3% 
cents a bushel (93 cents a ton). Such is the rate now paid 
te the men in the mines along the railroads. 

The outlook on the Mississippi is favorable to a lively 
coal trade, the old stocks at all the coal depots being nearly 
exhausted. Considerable coal has lateiy been sent out of 
the Kanawha, though that stream has not risen propor- 
tionately with the Ohio. Miners are paid in that district 
but 3 cents a bushel.
